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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to show or 
suggest, either singly or in combination thereof, a ball chair comprising a seat 
having a seat plate with a top face a bottom face, a front edge, and a rear edge; 
multiple extending portions attached to the bottom face of the seat plate to support 
the seat plate; a passage defined in the top face of the seat plate; and a backrest 
upwardly extending from the rear edge of the seat plate; a ball-shaped cushion 
made of resilient bladder and partially received inside the passage to rest on the 
seat, a securing device composed of a guard rod with two ends erecting at the front 
edge of the seat plate to hold the ball-shaped cushion with the backrest and the seat 
plate; and multiple legs respectively attached under the extending portions of the 
seat, wherein the ball chair also comprises multiple non-hollow strengthening 
blocks respectively clamped between the extending portions and the legs.
